She became somewhat bewildered, and 
suddenly • became speechless and had 
to be' removed from' the' cour.t-r'bom 
"and carried into a small room'ad join- 
i n g i t .

It was while attorney Lin Church 
was examining the witness that she 
swooned. The examination was not as 
rigorous as it might have "been, and 
Church, who was the attorney for 
the defendant, used no drastic means 
upon the witness, whose nerves be- 
came shattered as attorney Church 
was drawing the examination to a 
close. 
She Is a delicate woman and 


this having been the first time she 
had ever appeared upon the stand the 
attorneys were .more lenient and gen- 
tle to the witness.

"Mr. Ach and I went to dinner to- 
gether, yesterday. 
We set down in a 
restaurant on Fillmore street and ordered 
a liberal dinner. In the order were mus- 
sels and mushrooms. 
The mushrooms 
were not. as has been stated, canned. 
"Mr. Aeh ate heartily of the mussels 
and mushrooms. I do not know whether 
It was the mushrooms or the mussels 
which caused Mr. Ach's suffering.

know that I partook freely of the mush- 
rooms, but I did not like the mussels. 
They seemed to me to be too soft, so 
I passed them by lightly.

In even" detail the car will be fire-proof, 
and the gas lighting system has been 
eliminated- and electric- lltrhts are to bo i 
used. The car is to be heated by steam I 
furnished 
by the 
locomotive, and 
the' 
steam-heating 
apparatus 
automatically 
regulates the temperature of the car. An 
ordinary stove Is applied In one end. 
however, to be used in case of emer- 
gency.

LATEST NEWS FROM NEVADA GOLDFIELDS 


TONOPAH, Nev., 
April 
18.—The 


mills of Tonopah are going to bring 
this camp forward as one of the world's 
greatest producers.. The outside world, 
perhaps, has not kept in touch with 
the progress of Tonopah, and the rea- 
son Is that there Is nothing here to ad- 
vertise, the majority of the properties 
being proven mines. 


At one time it was a question as 


to whether the mills were going to be 
a success; it is a question no longer. 
The record of the past week will an- 
swer all questions and eliminate all 
doubt. 
The Tjpnopah. Mining Com- 


pany's mill has been dropping on an 
average of ninety stamps, and will 
soon be dropping the entire 100. The 
Midway mill has been letting fall ten 
stamps. 


The average of the Midway has been 


300 tons a week, the average being 
S25 a ton; that of Tonopah, 300 tons a 
day. The ore that has passed through 
the big mill was sorted to a value of 
S30 a. ton. In addition to this they 
have been sending out to the smelters 
and to Virginia City 2000 tons- a week, 
which will average not less than $55 
a ton. 


The production of the mills and the 


smelters has been at the rate of more 
than $9,000,000 a year. "When the mill 
is running- in full blast the production 
will be brought up to between $10,000,- 
000 and $12,000,000 a year, and there 
is enough ore blocked out in the mines 
to keep the mills and smelters going 
Cor seven or eight years.
